Sudden Death of Thomas 


Quigg at Shelbyville. 
SHELBY VILLB, ILL., August 10. 
•(Special to the Republican. )— While 


walking np the Chicago aud Eastern 
Illinois tracks to the races last even 
ing William Stone and John Kirchee 
discovered a dead body lying beside 
the tracks, a few yards south of Genie' 
tery street crossing. They gave the 
alarm aud Chief Bartaoht arrived in a 
few minutes and identified the body 
aa that of Thomas Quigg, an unmar- 
ried man of 45, who lived with bis 
sister, not more than 100 yards from 
where hia body was found. It was re- 
ported at first that the unfortunate 
man had baen killed by tbe uorth- 
aound passenger train that had passed 
less than half au hour before. The 
coroner's inquest disproved that, how* 
ever. Witnesses stated that Quigg was 
subjefct to epileptic flta The body 
was also seen by trainmen as they 
passed. The verdict was that Qnigg 
bad fallen in a fit on his face and 
smothered. 


CITY OF MEXICO, MEX., August 


10.—The state troocs have had another

Modauo defeating them with a loss of 
several killed. The state troops did 
not loss a man, but Lieut. Franciso 
Galles died from sunstroke during the 
forced march made to overtake tbo 
Indians. 
i Further details have been received 
of the attack on the sloops Alondra 
and Luisa, near Medano, when young 
Anrelio Faredea was killed. 
The 


Indians captured the wife of the cap 
tain of the Alondra and two boys and 
took them off with thorn. At their 
first camp they tied and flogged the 
woman to get her to tell them the 
number of the troops in the field and 
the number of men at Medauo. 
After 


the flogging the Indians turned all 
three priso'<ora loose in the brush. 
The woman says the insurgents have 
infantry and cavalry, but she could 
not say what tiioir number was. 


In tbe last fight at Pueblo Parado, 


near Vicam, 03 Indians were killed. 
The wound General Torres received in 
that combat is a slight one, aud he is 
progressing rapidly toward recovery. 
The Indians have retired from Baonui 
and are supposed to be in force near 


\icam.

Tetabiate, has been confirmed, Capt. 
Loreto YiUa having saeen bis corpse. 
Don Carlos Hale, before reported dead, 
as well and sound, having escaped 
from the Yaquis.

Woodcock or mourning dove, Sep 


tember 1 to December 1. 


Gray, red, fox or black [ squirrel, 


September 1 to December 15. 


Jack snipe or any, other kind 


snipe, goldon plover or any other kind 
of plover, September 1 to April 23. 


Geese, dunks, brant or any J other 


water fowl, September 1 to April 10. 


The sale or exportation of quail 


grouse, pheasant, squirrel, or^prairie 
chicken, killed withinjhe state,, pro 
hibited. 


It is unlawful to buy sell or have in 


possession any kind of game in closed 
season and after ths expiration of flve 
days after it is unlawful to kill, nor 
shall any kind of game be exposed or 
offered for sale during tho first two 
days of the open season. 


It is unlawful for any person to hunt 


with gun, dog or net upon the grounds 
or lands of another without first ob- 
taining permission from the owner. 
Tho fine is not less than $3 and not 
exceeding ?100. 


There is a state game warden, with 


wardens in each congressional district, 
and such number as may be thought 
best to appoint in each county. All 
the officers of the peace are also made 
game wardens, and it is made their 
duty to watch for violators of the 
game laws and prosecute them, Any 
one knowing of a violation of the law

Starvation. 


In the whole wide world there is not 


a class of people to be found who in- 
lict severer punishment upon them- 
selves than the Caribi of Central Amer- 
ea. Their\religion, which is one of 
.lie moBt peculiar kind, demands self- 
punishment for sins intentionally or 
unintentionally committed, says Pear- 
son's Weekly.' 


The punishment takes the form of 


starvation and close confinement. 


If the sin be in the form of a lie, no 


matter whether it is calculated to in- 
iure another or not, the sinner goes 
without either food or drink for three 
Jays, at the end of which it is be- 
lieved that the offender has paid the 
penalty fur his or her sin. 


Blaspheming and using bad language 


is punishable by absolute starvation for 
two days. Assault, drunkenness and 
Jther serious sins call for four days' 
fttarvatlou for one week, three days' 
starvation for the second week, and 
two days' starvation fof the third week, 
and one day's starvation in the fourth 
week. 


All sinsnre punished with starvation. 


For that reason crime is very low 
among the Caribs, who are among the 
best behaved and most truthful people 
in the world.
